Three Stables Burned to the Ground 


Monday Night 


V A L U A B L E 
P R O P E R T Y 


In Danger—Contents of Waverly Barn 


Reduced to Ashes—Corboy Dwell- 


ing Greatly Damaged. 


About 9 o'clock Monday night fire 
broke out in the stable of the Wa- 
verly Hotel and that stable, together 
•with the Corboy livery stable and the 
staWe on the lot of Mrs. John P. 
Reed, were completely destroyed, to- 
gether with much of the contents, 
and the house on the Corboy prop- 
erty, owned by S. H. Sell, Esq., and 
occupied by John Burket, was greatly 
damaged. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. 
J. E. Evans, proprietor of the 
Waverly, lost a good horse, two 
buses, bus sled, buggy, four hogs, 
platform spring wagon, a quantity of 
oats, hay and other feed. There was 
insurance on the stable and Mr. 
Evans carried $400 on the contents, 
which will not half cover his loss. 
Dr. ' S. Hirchfleld, an oculist, of 
Johnstown, who was a guest at the 
Waverly, lost a very valuable horse 
and a buggy. 
Tom MeNamara, proprietor of Mc- 
Naniara's me'at market, lost a surry 
and a skeleton buggy.f Mr. Sell had 
insurance on the Corboy house and 
barn and there was also insurance on 
the Reed stable. 
The local fire company responded 
promptly and did valiant work. Had 
dt not been for their efforts, the Luth- 
eran Church and parsonage, the Wa- 
verly Hotel, the building occupied by 
The Gazette and the Inquirer and 
"Lawyer's Row/' all of which, proper- 
ties are in close proximity, would 
likely have been destroyed. 
Metal roofs on almost all the sur- 
rounding buildings and the rain 


, which preceded the fire had much-to 
do with their being saved. 
The total loss will probably reach 


15,000.

Titanic, Finest Bo<it Ever Floated^ 


Meets Awful Fate on Maiden Trip 


from Liverpool to New York, 


More than 1,500 persons, it is: 


feared, sank to death early Monday- 
morning, when within four hours af- 
ter she crashed into an iceberg, the 
mammoth White Star Line steamer- 
Titanic, bound from Liverpool to New 
York on her maiden voyage, went to>- 
| the bottom off the New Foundland? 
banks. 


Of the approximately 2,200 persons-- 
on board the giant liner, some oC 
them of world-wide prominence, only 
675, mostly women and children, are- 
known to have been saved. 
The= 
White Star Line offices in New York;, 
while keeping up hope tq the last,, 
were free to admit that there hadi 
been "horrible loss of life." 


Accepting the early estimates of 
the fatality list as accurate, the dis- 
aster is the greatest in the marine- 
history of the world. 
Nearest ap- 
proaching it in magnitude were the-, 
disasters to the steamer Atlantic inr 
1873, when 574 lives were lost and" 
to La Bourgogne in 1898, with a fa- 
tality list of 571. 


Should it prove that other liners, 


notably the Allan Liners Parisian and' 
Virginian, known to have tieen in tfe 
vicinity of the Titanic, had picked" up 
other of her passengers, the extent 
of the calamity would be greatly re- 
duced. This hope still remains. 


Shortly after 7 o'clock Monday 


night there came flashing over the- 
wires from Cape Race, within 4QO'- 
miles of which the liner had struck 
the iceberg, word that at 2:20 o'clock 
Monday morning, three hours and 5& 
minutes after leceivmg her death 
blow, the Titanic bad sunk. 
The' 


news came from the steamer Car- 
pathia, relayed by the White Star 
liner Olympic, and revealed that by 
the time the Carpathia, outward 
bound from New Yoik and racing for 
the Titanic on a wirelesfe call, reach- 
ed the scene, the doomed vessel had 
sunk.

Kill Bugs by Burning Rubbish Now 


Dr. H. A. Surface, Pennsylvania 


State Zoologist at Harrisburg, calls 
attention to the fact that in the very 
early spring is the time to burn rub- 
bish, leaves, weeds and grass where 
lurking insects hibernate, and thus 
reduce the number of pests of this 
kind. He says that many of the most 
injurious insects, such as the Chinch 
Bug, Stinking Squash Bug and the 
Asparagus Beetle hibernate in the 
adult or mature stage, successfully 
•withstanding all the rigors of our se- 
vere winters, and are yet to be found 
in the rubbish, such as leaves, straw 
and fragments of vegetation, where 
they pass the winter. 


t In. gardens the Asparagus Beetles 
•which are increasing in numbers and 
destructiveness in this state are to 
he found, especially in the old dead 
and hollow canes of raspberry plants 
and in the cavities of dead weeds and 
especially 
of 
the 
old 
asparagus 


stalbs. 
The dead raspberry bushes 


should be trimmed out and the old 
remnants 
of plants 
of all kinds 


should be raked together and burned. 
This not only results in killing the 
hibernating insects, but also destroys 
many disease germs which may also 
he passing the winter there. 


It is important for this trimming 


to be done early. 
If it should be 


neglected until after the air becomes 
warm, the insects become active and 
commence to seek their food plants 
instead of remaining in their winter 
quarters, where they are easily de- 
stroyed. For this reason this advice 
is especially timely and important. 


In those few portions of the state 


where the Chinch Bug occurred last 
year, it is particularly important that 
grass fields be burned over piomptly, 
road sides be burned where there is 
material that harbors these pests. 


' Rubbish along fences be plowed back 


from the fences and burned or plowed 
under, and otherwise a general clean- 
ing up be done as there is no better

No Free Samples From* the State 


Agricultural Department 


Many -persons write to the Penn- 


sylvania State Department of Agri- 
culture, asking for free samples of 
seeds, bulbs, plants, bees, inoculat- 
ing materials for soils, fertilizers, etc. 
^o a recent correspondent making 
such a request, Prof. H. A. Surface, 
State Zoologist, at Harrisburg, re- 
plied as follows: 


"I must take this occasion to say 


that we send out no material for in- 
oculating purposes and no,free seeds, 
trees, plants nor samples of any kind. 
The impression that the Departhent 
furnishes such material may have 
arisen from the fact that the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, at Wash- 
ington, D. C., does send out some free 
samples through the Congressmen. 
The State Department of Agriculture 
at Harrisburg has nothing to do with 
the distribution of seeds or samples, 
and recommends planters to depend 
upon tested seeds, obtained as nearly 
directly as possible from known and 
reliable growers. 
Good seeds from 


reliable sources are just as important 
in producing good crops as are select 
animals 
in 
producing good 
live 


stock." 


For Clothes Moths 


A valued correspondent writes to 


Prof. H. A. Surface, Haruisburg, ask- 
ing how to get rid of clothes moths 
which are destroying a couch cover. 
The reply gives information that may 
be useful to others troubled with this 
destructive pest. It is as follows: 


"You can destroy tne clothes moths 


by saturating with benzine or gaso- 
line the fabric which they infest. If 
you will dissolve a. very slight pro- 
portion of corrosive\sublimate in al- 
cohol, using not more than one part 
by weight to one hundred parts of 
water, and pour or sprinkle this over 
a cloth it will poison it and render it 
immune to them. 


"Where clothes moths infest arti- 


iles that can be spread or shaken, it 
is a good plan to take them into the 
sunshine in an open yard,i and whip 
them thoroughly with strong whips 
and air them well. If one can place 
small articles in an oven and watch 
the temperature that it does not get 
higher than something like one hun- 
dred and fifty to one hundred and 
sixty degrees, he can kill this pest by 
heat. Where the articles are small 
enough to put them into a closed ves- 
sel a very excellent method is to put 
them into something that can be 
closed* tightly and pour over them or 
set upon them a shallow pan contain- 
ing the liquid -known as carbon bi- 
sulfide and let it stand and fumigate 
three or four hours or more. 
At 


least one pound of this should be 
used for each one hundred cubic feet 
of space, and more will do no harm. 
Keep fire away from it, as it is ex- 
plosive, the same as the fumes of 
benzine or gasoline. 


"A barrel will do very well for this 


purpose, fastening over the top of it 
two or more sheets of oil cloth, hold- 
ing it in place by a hoop placed out- 
side. As a last resort for household 
pests, we can fall back upon fumiga- 
tion with hydrocyanic acid gas, which 
is certain to be effective if properly 
done, but which is both expensive and 
somewhat dangerous by careless per- 
sons.

method of fumigation which are sent 
free from the office of the Economic 
Zoologist, at Harrisburg, when re- 
quested "

"We all get our share of adventure," 


said an ex-railroad man, "and we rail- 
roaders get ours. What surprises me 
is that we don't get more than we do. 


^'We're so liable to be attacked for il- 


legal purposes. „ But when we consider 
the number of express messengers who 
are killed by train robbers and station 
agents forced to give enticing telegraph 
signals to enable road agents to hold 
up passengers, there's a good deal do- 
ing in this line for us, after all. 


"I've 
had a personal 
experience 


that's a trifle different from these, and 


. I tell you when it was on there was 


enough in it to make my hair curl. I 
was employed in one of the signal 
block towers on the G., P. and D. rail- 
way. Some distance west of my tower 
was a switch that led into a gravel 
pit. The company hadn't worked the pit 
for some time, and the track leading 
into it was in a dilapidated condition. 
If ever a gravel train had attempted 
to go over it there would have been a 
spill. 


"Life in a block tower is rather dull 


music. I stept there and had 'my room 
comfortably fitted up. I've always 
been fond of reading, and books took 
up the principal part of my time. The 
road was neither of the greatest nor 
least importance, but there were three 
tracks and an average number of 
trains to look out for. Still, sometimes 
-there-would be'quite an interval be- 
tween the passing of the trains. 
- "One afternoon I -was sitting with a 
' book when I heard a step on the.stairs 


leading up into the tower. Then there 
was a knock at the door. 1 opened it 
and quite a respectable looking man 
stood outside. 
" 1 'beg pardon,' he said, '"but would 


you mind showing me the modus oper- 
jandi of this system? I've passed the 
towers on railroads many times and 
'always wondered what you gentlemen 
are dofcg perched up here, pulling at 
these levers.' 
- "Now, if I had dared I would have 
told_ him that no one was admitted to 
the towers; that they were places on 
which so much depended that the rule 
ifvas never to ba broken, but notwith- 
standing the man's respectable appear- 
ance, I felt that a refusal meant death 
to me. I concentrated all my effort to 
avoid showing the slightest suspicion 
and said that I would be most happy 
to show-him the apparatus and explain 
its working. Advancing to the levers, 
"I'firsfTexplained the fundamental "point 
•that it was intended to admit but one 
train at a time on a block. Then I 
-told him how by pulling this or that 
lever I changed the direction of trains. 
He listened to me attentively till I had 
got through then asked a number of 
-questions calculated to convince me 
that be was really trying to under- 
stand what I was telling him. He 
.seemed especially anxious to know how 
I worked switches that were not in 
sight. I told him tliat- their being in 
•sight «aade no difference to me, be- 
cause I knew that a certain position of 
the lever produced a given result. 
" 'I passed a gravel pit up above 


here,' he said, 'into which a track was 
laid. Now, how would you proceed to 
switch a train on to that track?' 


"I pushed a certain lever, telling him 


that the switch now stood to turn a 
-train from the main track into the pit. 
I noticed that he concentrated his 
•vision on the lever and noted especial- 
ly how it worked. When he was satis- 
•fled I threw the lever back into its for- 
mer place. 


"My talk being finished, the man 


•thanked me and said that he was wait- 
ing for the 7:50 up train and it was 
so much pleasanter waiting in the 
tower than in the station below that 
he would be obliged if I would permit 
lim to wait there. I assented, pre- 
•tending to do so gladly and steeled 
myself for whatever was about to hap- 
pen, for I was sure thfe man had some 
sinister design. 


"At 7:20 I told him that he would 


•hardly have time to reach his train, 
whereupon he said he thought he 
would take the next one, since he 
couldn't •walk fast on account of a 
weak heart. 
When the 7:50 passed 


what I had expected happened. The 
man jumped for the lever I had told

Hibernation of Mosquitoes. 


That cosmopolitan pest, the mosqui 


to, does not necessarily perish with the 
coming of winter. 
On the contrary, 


mosquitoes have been observed to hi- 
bernate, adnlt specimens living from 
November until the succeeding April 
or May with all their powers of tor- 
ment unimpaired, although their activ- 
ity is suspended iu winter. The mos- 
quito needs but little food, and it ls> 
the female that thirsts for blood, the 
males contenting themselves with wa- 
ter and vegetable fluids. The fact that 
mosquitoes are often found upon dry 
prairies many miles from water is as- 
cribed to the longevity of the adults ol 
certain species which enables them to 
survive seasons of drought. Railroads 
have been responsible for the transmis- 
sion of mosquitoes into regions where 
they were previously rare.—Harper's.

After breakfast I put my sweet po- 
tatoes on to boll, choosing the,m 
•smooth, of even size and neither too 
big nor too little. In thirty minutes 
they were done enough and, peeled 
under cold water to save discolora- 
tion, they were out of hand even be- 
fore I was through making the sand- 
Miches. 


In the meantime the squab livers 


had been boiling tender in slightly 
salted water, with, just a dash of to- 
basco in default of a small red pep- 
per pod. 
When they were - tender, 


they were mashed fine, with a lump 
of butter and plenty of browned Dread 
crumbs made ready the day before. 
The mixing done, I cut out the cores 
of my green peppers, poured boiling^ 
•salt -water upon them, let It stand just' 
half a minute, then dropped them In 
cold water, took them out, drained 
them, and stuffed them with liver 
and crumbs, after which they were 
set to wait the hour of cooking. 


Scraping corn for the pudding I 


found that half a dozen big ears yield- 
ed almost a pint of pulp. Then 1 beat 
up three eggs very light, with a big 
pinch of salt, a tablespoonful" of sugar 
and plenty of red and black pepper. 
Into the eggs, went the corn pulp, 
after it half a cup of soft butter, last 
of all a big cup of top-milk, more than 
half cream. 
It would not hurt by 


standing, so it went on ice like the 
other things. 


The cheesecake^, had been baked 


the previous afternoon—hence, there 
remained only the salad, the sguab 
and the cantaloupe to make ready. 
As soon as my bags were greased I 
lighted the oven, and by the time I 
Jiad the corn pudding1 securely bagged 
the sweet potatoes smeared with but- 
ter, rolled In sugar, and put in their 
bag with more butter, sugar and lem- 
on juice, the oven was ready for 
them. I gave them, each a shelf, put- 
ting the potatoes on the lower one— 
being already nearly cooked they 
would take only twelve minutes. 
When they came out the stuffed pep- 
pers, in a thickly-buttered bag, with 
a lump "of butter and a tablespoonful 
of water added, took their place. I 
turned on full heat for three minutes, 
then slacked it as I had done at first 
Next I washed and wiped my squab— 
six beauties, fatter than butter— 
stuffed them lightly with soft bread 
crumb, seasoned with salt, pepper, a 
very little chopped celery and shreds

Experiment* That Soem to Prove the 


I meets Have Memory. 


Experiments are continually being 


made to test the memory of animals, 
such as the. elephant, the dog, the bull, 
but it would seem a thankless under- 
taking to ascertain whether the ant has 
a memory. Nevertheless a scientist In 
South America thinks he has succeed- 
ed. 


Isolating two of the 'largest speci- 


mens of tropical vants he, could find, be 
so arranged their receptacle that they 
could get no food without climbing 
over a ..circular slant into another com- 
partment. Over this slant when the 
food was not there.he-placed a crimson 
cord, and the ants very soon learned to 
interpret the signal and never attempt- 
ed to climb over it. 


Thinking after a time that there 


might be something in the color that 
repelled them automatically, as the 
bull is affected unpleasantly by red, ha 
replaced the red cord by cords of vary- 
ing colors, always with the same result 
after the ants had made a few excur- 
sions over the slant and come back 
hungry. Then he tried plain cloth and 
even paper, but the result was invari- 
ably the same. 
After a number of 


trials the pnts refused to climb tba 
slant when there was any sort of "sig- 
nal." 


Finally the scientist reversed the sig- 


naX having food beyond the slant only 
when It was visible, and after an infi 
nite uumber of trials the ants accom 
raodated theiu«elve« to the change.—

Text of the Lesson, Mark iii, 7-19. 


Memoi-y Verses, 14, 15—Golden Text, 
John xv, 16, R. V.—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns." 
The first part of this lesson is found 


In Matt, xil, 15-21, as well as in Mark, 
and the record of the choosing of the 
twelve is found in Matt, x and Luke vi 
and in our lesson verses. Our medita 
tion is upon the record as found in the 
several gospels. "When Jesus knew that 
they had determined to kill Him He 
withdrew with His disciples to the sea. 
When people resist the gospel and wilt 
not hear of our Lord Jesus our in- 
structions are to let them alone and 
•withdraw from them (Matt, x, 14; Acts 
xiii. 46; II. John x, 11). As then multi 
tudes followed Jesus because they 
needed what He had to give, so there 
are multitudes now hungering for they 
know not what, but it is Himself they 
need. In those days they heard what 
great things He did, and they came to 
Him from all parts, even from Tyre 
and Sidon, as well as from beyond 
Jordan, and He healed them all and 
cast out unclean spirits (Matt, sli, 15) 
and charged the healed ones not to 
make him known. The crowd so 
thronged Him that He bade his disci- 
ples to bring Him a boat that from it 
He might be able the better to teach 
them. We are vessels also, and He de- 
sires from and through us to make the 
glad tidings known, but few seem 
willing to give Him th& vessel. The 
quotation from Isa. xlii, 1-4, in Matt. 
zfl, 15-21. must be understood in the 
light of the context, and thus it is 
plain that the bruised reed and smok- 
ing flax represent His enemies, whom 
He might easily break in pieces, but 
the time is not yet Compare n Bangs 
rviii, 21. Some see in the reed and flax 
a suggestion of the "weakness of His 
own people with •which He will not 
deal severely. That phase of the truth 
is found in Heb. iv. 15,16, but here we 
are pointed onward to the time of 
judgment upon His enemies, and after 
that the winning of the nations to 
Himself through Israel, now meekness 
and submission and suffering, and then 
the glory- 
Luke vi. 12. 13. tells of His spending 


all night in prayer to God and then, 
when it was day, of His choosing 
twelve of His disciples, whom He 
named apostles. I often wonder if we 
understand prayer as practised by 
Him. Think of our prayers, a few mo 
ments of confession and petition, and 
contrast this "continued all night in 
prayer to God." He had nothing of sin 
to confess, so it must have been an all 
night of commuuion with His Father 
concerning the things% of the kingdom 
and concerning these men whom He 
•was about to set apart specially for 
Himself. Verse 13 of our lesson says 
that He called unto Him whom He 
would and they came unto Him. On 
the last night before he was crucified 
He said to them, "Ye have not chosen 
me, but I have chosen you and or- 
dained you, that ye should go and 
bring forth fruit and that your fruit 
should remain." When he called these 
men He had in mind not merely the 
few years of ministry in a mortal body, 
with much weakness and failure on 
their part, but He saw the kingdom 
and the twelve thrones on which they 
would sit ruling the twelve tribes of 
Israel (Matt xix, 28; Luke xxii. 30) 
It wa1? not the time to talk with them 
of that: but. though He did speak of in 
before He left them. He also said, "I 
have yet many things to say unto you 
but ye cannot bear them now" (John 
xv. 1C; xvi. 12). He called them that 
they might be "with Him." He want- 
ed them not only in His company, but 
to be wholly one with Him, seeinjr 
things as He did, having His mind 
about things, as far as such mortal^ 
could, but oh. how they failed, and 
how we fail, and how we must grieve 
Him by our unbelief and our own 
thoughts instead of His! He wanted 
them with Him that He might send 
them forth to preach and to heal 
Whom He blesses He desire^ to make 
a blessing to of'iers, and He has lelt 
us here in IIis <-toad. ^'lying to IIi~. 
Father. "I am no more in the world 
but these are in the world " He a No 
prayed that through us the world 
might believe and know (John xvii, 11 
xxi, 23) He not only prayed for the 
apostles, but for all who should be- 
lieve on Him through their word (John 
xvii, 20). so we are included in His 
pnryer. and He ever livetb to make In 
tercession for us. In the order In which 
we have them in our lesson, the one 
who denied Him is first, and the one 
who betrayed Him is last, and it is the 
same in Matthew and Luke, while the 
order of the others varies just a little 
It must be for a purpose that the 
weakest and the worst begin and end 
the list, the one a true disciple, one of 
the inner three, and after Pentecost 
used more than either of the others; the 
other a devil. Yet infinite wisdom did 
the choosing, and His wny is alwnv« 
perfect, so wt? are dumb and can onlv 
wonder that He ever chose us, "chose 
us before the foundation of the world 
that we should be holy and without 
blame before Him in love" (Epb. i, 4> 
With the exception of Peter nnd John. 
how little we know of any of them! 
Philip nnd Andrew are to the front. 
not in the most favorable light, at the 
feeding of the 5,000; James and John 
fl^slre first places in the kingdom; 
Thomas is the last to believe fn the 
resurrection, vet He loved thorn, nil.
